Caitiuci our «J« uvtr the tpacmut liar- 
bourof Port Jacktutt the other d»y,we 
were ttrurk with the number itvd vartely 
gf ilenineri tiuw floating on ill water*, 
(mm llie jiowrrful J«*o and Set lor Bf, 
aluiiiLerinij in ingloriout and unpro6table 
repoae, to tlie tiny flue™ . crvuinR he- 
ttr«n the? city and Ihe opptnite ihoret, 
and we called to mind that it wai si about 
tUt time of the jear, fifteen yean ago, 
that paddlt wheeli and fnnneli were teen, 
in tbi* part of the world for the hnt 
time. 

The honour of havtog introduced steam 
navigation into Port ink son beloiigi 
either to Captain BiDntLrH or to lit. 
HtwivGiuttaT SaiiTK, or to both of them. 
The former arrited with the SopAeo /ne, 
on the I I'll May, 1831 ; but the Utlla 
Surprise, the properly of the lilter, waa 
then being built, and waa near com- 
pletion. 

In point of actual operation, however, 
the palm undoubtedly belong! to Mr. 
Sis rr h , for the first movement made in 
our harbour by the Svrprite, took plat* 
on the lit of June in that year, and 
that of the Sapkia June tixleen day* 
lubaeqiiently, 

In the journal of Ihe day we find th* 
following reference to the arrival of the 
SopMa Jam 

On Saturday latt, tha inhabitant* of Sydney 
had tht extreme grtuHcition of teeing, for the 
lint lima, a steam-vetatl floating in their har- 
bour, hating muted from England during tht 
night-bet nam* it tha &»>*•> ■>"»■ *he it 
tomminded by Lieutenant Edward Biddulph, 
R.N., who It, w* belie**, part owner. Bha 
wis built in isao, by kfeaire 11 .me* ind 
Millan, pupill of the (altbtated Watt. Bhe 
01 i gin all v coat CBO00, and her ptetcot value it 
eatlmelcd at tbout £7oO0. At preaent the 
Irrangetnantt are too immature to enable ul to 
tap how lh* will be tmployed, but lit all 
probability the will form a regular packet be- 
tween Sydney ond Titwcaaile. 

I he diiivt of the Surprite it announced 
thut : — 

Tbi* beautiful little vessel, tht first Ana- 
rrarhia net reef, performed her ortt trip to Far- 
ramatli jeturday. It hivirgoeen announced 
that ab* would tract at (en n clock, a number 
ol pertoos coBecled at that hour, on Benne- 
lotig'a end Daw**' PolBta, to •itnea* the in. 
teresting arete. Tba preparations were not 
eonpltitd till after eleven, when her chimney 
poured lotlh voll*ya or srank*, her paddles 
began to buffet the water, and ahe gently tlidrd 
out of the cove, and pursued hoejoutnty in 
the finest sltrl*. Among her peaaeneert waa 
Captain Biddulph, the commander of the 
steamer ftp* at /nut. 

The tniiden AutiniUan *te*vrti trip of 
the latter vutt) wai performed on the 
17th June, 1631. ijhe had indeed gune 
down the hgrbour im the pteceding 
Sunday, Ihe 18th, towing out the 
Lady i/ttnwoW, bound for Enjr- 
l.md. but Ihia it raid lo hate been no 
more than a private trip, intended for the 
antutement of a few of the Capiiirt'i 
friend*. Tht public itart waa made, aa 
we have just mentioned, on the 1 7th, and, 
at may be tuppoted, waa attended with 
no ordinary eWof, 

Since then our itehm navigation has 
progre(>ed with the rapidity which uaually 
markt it* career. Il now embrace! the 
northern and weitefn shore* of nur own 
harbouri Parramatta, Newcaitle, and 
Morpeth, Pott Macquarie, Moitton Bay, 
Wollongong, Twofold Bay, Port Phillip, 
and tAunceston, Lt will ere long doubt- 
leu push ili ambitioni way to New Zet- 
land, fori Euington, India, and the 
venerable cliff, of our father-land.
